Naples, April 2!.—Details were ob- 
tained today of the escape from Italy 
of Enrico Alfano, known as “Etri- 
conne,”” head of the Camorra secret 
society, whose extradition is sought for 
by the Italian authorities.

Mother, Brother and Two 
Sisters Under Arrest, 


DOUBLE CRIME IS SUSPECTED 


Dayton, Ohio, Split Into Factions in 
Regard to Murder of Pretty Dona 
Gilman—Relatives of the Girl 
Arrested, but Are Held 
in Nominal Bail. 


Dayton, Ohio, April 2].—Released on 
bonds, the mother and son for $2,500, 
ana the two daughters for $1,000 each, 
and after having waived examination 
under a plea of not guilty, made be- 
fore Justice Holderman, the members 
of the Gilman family charged with 
procuring the death of Dona Gilman, 
await the action of the next grand 
jury, which will be empaneled next 
September.

Double Crime Suspected.

BLIZZARD KILLS 
WESTERN FRUIT 


Loss May Amount to Several 
Millions of Dollars 


SNOW FALLING AT EL PASO 


Latest Snowfall Evér Hnown at El 
Paso— The Blisszard Was More 
Severe in the Lowland 
Than in the Moun. 
tain Districts. 


Denver, Col., April 2!.—A sharp drop 
in température followed the snow 
Storm last night, {4 degrees above 
zero being recorded by the weather bu- 
reau in Denver and Pueblo, and fruit of 
all kinds in eastern Colorado, accord- 
ing to specials, was nipped in the bud. 
At Grand Junction, the center of the 
more important fruit region west of 
the continental divide, the temperature 
fell 30 degrees, and the weather ob- 
server there reported today that the 
condition of fruit was grave. While 
damage to the fruit in this state, ac- 
cording to some estimates, may amount 
to several million dollars, nearly all 
other crops wil) be merely benefited by 
the moisture. : 

Remarkable Feature of Storm. 

A remarkable feature of the snow 
storm was that it was mbre severe on 
the lowlands than in the mountains. 
While the precipitation covered a large 
area, including al’ Colorado, Wyoming 
and part of South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Texas and New Mexico, the snow’ was 
mostly confined to the eastern slope 
of the Rocky mountains and extended 
from Lander, Wyo., and Rapid City, 
S. D., on the north to Santa Fe, N. 
M., and Rosswell, N. M., on the south. 
Only a slight snow occurred west of 
the continental divide. The storm 
originated in the north and worked its 
way slowly to the south, passing out 
of the state late yesterday. 

Frederick H. Brandenburg, district 
forecaster, who estimated the snowfall 
in Denver at !7 1-2 inches today. said 
that though the snow storm was re- 
markable in this city for April, it was 
by no means unprecedented. On pril 
21, 22 and 23, 1885, the records. show a 
snowfall of 32 incres, 27 inches falling 
on the last day of the storm. 

At railroad offices it was said today 
that traffic was not seriously impaired 
by the snow storm. 

On the whole,* it is asserted that 
while the storm was heavier than any 
of the entire winter, and some damage 
is reported, the resulting good will 
offset the loss many fold. 

Damage in Nebraska. 

Omaha, Neb., April 2!.—As a result of 
the unprecedentedly warm weather which 
prevailed during the greater part of the 
month. of March, and the _ freezing 
weathér and heavy snowfall of the last 
few days, early fruits, such as peaches, 
plums and cherrys, in this region have 
been injured, but the general opinion is 
that the damage is not as great as has 
been reported. Indeed, many are of the 
opinion that while early fruits have been 
injured, and in some instances kilied, and 
possibly some of the latef varieties have 
been hurt, the benéfits resulting to the 
grain crop from the snow storm more 
than offset the damage.

Concord, N. H., April 2!.—Counsel for 
the plaintiffs in the suit brought by rel- 
atives as “next friends’ of Mrs. Mary 
Baker G. Eddy, against Calvin H. Frye 
and others, including officers of the 
Christian Science church, to secure an 
accounting of Mrs. Eddy's estate, made 


public tonight a letter, which is alleged 
to have been sent by them to Mrs, Ed- 
dy’s counsel, General Frank S. Streeter, 
on March 1|2. According t o attorneys 
for the plaintiffs, no answer to this let- 
ter has been received. , 

The first part of the letter refers to 
the claim made by the ‘‘next friends’’ 
that Mrs. Eddy is of infirm mind, and 
unable to understand and . protect her 
property rights, ahd contains some quoted 
denials from General Streeter and 
Others of this allegation. 


Trath Wanted About Mrs. Eddy. 


The letter then continues: 

“In view of these denials we have the 
honor to ask you to assent to certain 
steps designed to ascertain the truth con- 
cérning Mrs. Eddy’s present and past 
conditiog, and to expedite litigation. 

“Unfortunately we have not free ac- 
cess to Mrs. EXddy’s presence as you 
have, and we should reluctantly under- 
take to force our witnesses into her 
house under circumstances, which might 
prove disturbing or injurious to her—not- 
withstanding the confidence of yourself, 
Mr. Baker and other gentlemen, that she 
is capable of so much labor and _  en- 
durance as you have described. 

“But you have the free right of en- 
trance t0 Mrs, Eddy’s house, and can 
readily secure adm@tance and consid- 
erate interviews with her of the wit- 
nesses by whom her conditiOn of body 
and mind is to be established in the 
pending legal proceedings. 


Propose to Examine Mrs. Eddy. 


“We, therefore, propose that you sect 
three competent gentlemen, and we se 
lect three oth and that, at various 
convenient hours, the six bé allowed to 
visit Mrs. Bddy and by observation and 
conversation, qualify themselves to be 
witnesses for or against our contention; 
no one but these six persons to be al- 
lowed to talk to her, and not more than 
persons, selected in the 
same way, to be permitted to be pres- 
ent.

So, pursuing the established custom 
prevailing in that county, the Jackson 
bank discounted this scrip to the amount 
of over $16,000, and when the tax money 
came in made demand on the commis- 
sioners, a new board being installed in 
the meantime, which found other 
county uses for the money, leaving the 
bank to whistle for its money and it is 
whistling a lively court tune, too, in try- 
ing to make the commissioners dance to 
the music.

WATCH HEARINGS 


Will Play Tax Hearings Against 
Federal Litigation, 


DIFFERENT VALUES GIVEN 


One Railroad Gave in Property at 
$15,000 a Mile for Taxes, and 
Placed It at 831,000 to 
Resist Rate Law. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The hearings before the state 
board of assessment this week have 
brought out a-number of interesting 
things about the Alabama railroads in 
particular, and the Alabama _ valua- 
tions in general. It has also seemed 
to bring out evidence of determina- 
tion on the part of the state officers 
to play the tax hearings against the 
litigation that is pending in the United 
States court with a view to getting 
at every expression of the common 
carriers with regard to their values. 

It developed first in the case of the 
Atlantic Coast Line, which was given 
in last year at $15,000 a mile for 
taxes and placed at $31,000 a mile in 
the papers in court resisting the appli- 
cation of the new rate laws. Governor 
Comer asked Colonel A. A. Wiley, at- 
torney for the roads, if he expected 
the tax rate to be placed at that fig- 
ure. He replied that he could if he 
saw fit. That that was the value 
placed on the property, and that at 
that figure the road could not earn any 
sort of reasonable returns on its money. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the hearings was the fact that the 
rail lines secured abstracts of values 
both tax and commercial in every 
county in the state for a given month 
of last year. In these it was shown 
that the other property is assessed at 
4. to 50 per cent of its real value, 
while that of the railroads is at more 
than 50 per cent. What effect this 
will have on the final values to be 
placed on the property is problematl- 
cal.

The evident jntention of Judge O. R. 
Hundley, the new United States court 
judge in the north‘rn district, to appoint 
his court officers, has been the subject 
of speculation about the Capital City and 
the government building for the past 
week, dlong with the prospoct of the con- 
firmation of the new jurist, which now 
seems not only possible, but likely.

Savannah, Ga, April 2!.—(Special.)— 
The question of the division of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Georgia into two dioces- 
es will come up for final action before 
the diocesan convention to be held in this 
city next month. It is said that it is by 


no means safe for those who favor di- 
vision to accept it as a settled fact that 
it will be decided upon, for there are 
grave obstacles in the way that a ma- 
jority of the convention may either re- 
gard as insuperable or inadvisable to be 
wrestled with at this time. There is a 
etrong element among the Episcopalians 
who feel that the diocese should continue 
as an integer. 

Bishop Nelson is an advocate of divis- 
ion, feeling that the diocese has attained 
a growth that makes this advisable and 
that the interests of the church could 
be better conserved. Were the division 
made, Savannah would probably be the 
residence of the bishop of this section, 
while the residence of the bishop’ of the 
northern section would be Atlanta. 

It is said that the obstacles that are 
urged against division are of a financial 
character, relating to church holdings. 
These may be the rocks upon which the 
plans of the advocates of division will 
be wrecked. 

Should a decision be reached to divide 
the diocese, as is not thought probable 
here, the general conference to be held 
at Richmond next fail would have to 
concur. At the coming convention dele- 
gates to this triennial conference will be 
elected.

Department of Pubilo Health. 

The plans outlined for a national 
department .of public health to take 
over the executive details of enforc- 
ing the laws that immediately con- 


‘cern the preservation and protectiop 


of the public health is worthy of sober 
and unprejudiced consideration. 

Should the American Medical As- 
sociation put itself on record as fa- 
voring such a new departure by the 
government. the influence of such an 
indorsement, supported and urged by 
the eminent and able men who consti- 
tute its membership, would give the 
suggestion a status which would com- 
n:end it to the attention of the people 
throughout the nation. 

If the men in the medical profes- 
sion belieye that national quarantine 
laws, pure food laws, and the ex- 
termination or prevention of disease 
can be furthered and rendered more 
effective by coordination and direc- 
tion under one department of the gov- 
ernment, their influence in their re- 
spective communities should be suf- 
ficient to force favorable action on the 
proposal. 

The suggestion of a man to head 
the department, which has already 
been made, is possibly premature; but 
in the event such a department is es- 
tablished and a man is needed to 


direct it, he will not be far to seek. , 


Dr. Wiley’s record as head of the bu- 
reau of chemistry of the United 
States department of agriculture has 
attracted the approving attention of 
the entire country. He is an able 
chemist, a man of learning and expe- 
rience, equipped with the faculty for 
persistent and effective work, and be- 
neath all has the executive skill 
which the government needs in the 
discharge of its national business. 
The Constitution commends and in- 
dorses the splendid work performed

Danger in Undrawn Poultry. 

Just why the proposed ordinance 
against the sale of undrawn poultry 
has been sidetracked without action 
has not been made apparent. This 
ordinance had the full indorsement of 
the city board of health, because of its 
knowledge of the danger in the use 
as food of fowls kept for days in the 
undrawn state. 

If there is a menace to health in the 
consumption of such poultry, as scien- 
tific investigation seems clearly to 
have. proven, it is rather strange that 
council should hesitate about passing 
the necessary ordinance, because, per- 
chance, somebody’s pocket may be in 
Slight measure affected by as. 

Dr. M. Cavana, proprietor of a New 
York sanitarium, and first vice presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Railway Surgeons, recently delivered 
an interesting address on this subject 
before the annual convention of that 
association in Chicago. From this ad- 
dress, which was the product of care- 
ful scientific observation, we quote: 


In our first experiment a healthy hen 
was -6laughtered and stored in its un- 
drawn or original undressed condition. in 
the temperature of the ordinary refriger- 
ator, that of plus 40 gegrees F. (Cultures 
from twelve-hour tests proved that at the 
end of the ninety-sixth hour after slaugh- 
ter the group of intestina] bacteria had 
invaded the abdominal walls and the tis- 
Sues Outside of the abdominal] cavity. 
At the ninth twelve-hour test, or four 
and one-half days after Slaughter, the 
tissues of the breast and legs of the 
specimen were found to be thoroughly 
invaded, and vigorous cultures therefrom 
of the bacillug coli communis, staphylo- 
coccus and streptococcug were made, and 
their identification conclusively establish- 


,ed. Another similarly healthy, recently 


slaughtered fowl was stored undrawn in 
the temperature of the ordinary autumn 
season of the southern states, that of

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‘A Sixth Sense In Animals. 

Have animals a sense not possessed | 
by man? ) 

Are. dumb. creatures equipped with 
a faculty for their preservation and 
protection beyond any of which we 
poor humans know: anything? 

Man now goes to the animal king- 
dom’ to try the effect .of the - poisons 
Le concocts, to secure subjects for 
his experiments in vivisection’ and 
to study for the sake of im- 
proving his own condition, wheth- 
er he has in view the increase 
in the quantity and quality of his 
feod supply or the building of an air 
ship. The nimble and elusive rat has 
lately been placed on the vivisection 
table and urged to yield up the se- 
cret of animals’ sixth sense. 

For a sixth sense animals do pos- 
S€8S; otherwise, how can migratory 
birds know which way to fly when 
summer approaches and they wish to 
seek more northern latitudes, and how 
can they tell which ig south, when 
the chill blasts begin to warn them 
to think of warm winter quarters? 
The horse calls this sense into play 
when he bears his hopelessly lost 
rider safely back to camp; the cat 
demonstrates its possession when the 
poor, forsaken, homeless feline finds 
its way back to its old home over 
miles of unknown country. 

It is this sixth sense, this sense of 
“direction,” it might be called, which 
Professor John  B. Watson, of the 
University of Chicago, claims to have 
established beyond al] doubt. He 
performed some experiments with a 
rat placed in a labyrinth. A normal 
rat soon found its way out. Next 
the vivisectionist destroyed the rat’s 
senses in turn, the sense of sight, 
hearing, smell, taste, and then finally 
froze the feet of the rat, but each 
time the rodent found its way out. 
The scientist has shown no reluctance 
in contributing to the sum total] of 
human knowledge by making public 
his wonderful discovery, He thus 
adds himself .to the esoteric circle 
who have spread the fame of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago through fearsome 
and uncanny revelations. Scientists 
generally are not satisfied, and will 
delve further into this important mys- 
tery, The alert opponents of vivisec- 
tion may be expected to arouse them- 
selves in protest against the extermi- 
nation of the rat supply, but Professor 
Watson has no qualms and no regrets. 
He grasped the full import of the 
work his genius had wrought and 
promptly told the American Psycho- 
lcgical Society all about it. The 
scientists are aroused. and the vivi- 
section tables may soon witness other 
interesting sights. 
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Creation of Seven New Cardinals. 

The promise comes from the vatican 
that Pope Pius X will recognize the 
wishes of American Catholics for rec- 
Ognition in the sacred college by the 
“ppointment of at least one cardinal, 
and possibiy two, at the next con- 
S.story, which will be held next June. 

The assurance is declared by the 
London correspondent of The Stand- 
ard to have been conveyed to Bishop 
O’Gorman, of Sioux Falls, N. D. The 
hope that it is true is sincerely enter- 
tained by the great body of Americans, 
Protestants as well as Catholic. As 
a matter of fact, the Jatter are inclined 
to be reticent about any expression, 
even of disappointment at the failure 
of the pope to include an American 
a:chbishop among the seven dignita- 
ries who on last Monday were award- 
ed the red hat. 

The church dignitaries who were at 
that time raised to the position of 
cardinals include five Italians, one 
Belgian and one Spaniard. It is un- 
derstood that the appointment of Bish- 
op Burges, of Spain, to be a cardinal 
was only decided upon at the last 
moment. For a time it was fearéd 
the pope intended to make such an 
appointment as would give the Italian 
element another member. This was 
opposed by his counsellors, as it was 
feared the precedent would be seized 
upon by future popes and the Italian 
forty-nine be restored. 
There are now in the sacred college 
sixty-two. members, of whom thirty- 
seven are italians and twenty-six for- 
eigners. Fifty years ago, when there 
were sixty-seven cardinals, only eigh- 
teen were foreigners. 

Since America has never been hon- 
o1ed with a representative in the sa- 
cred college, although the Catholic 
church here now ranks all other de- 
nominations in this country and has 
10,000,000 communicants, it would 
seem that the aspirations of those who 
favor this recognition are  well- 
grounded and reasonable.

Is not the 
same thing being done every year in the 
south? So, in fact, the great mass of 
people do keep this national memorial 
day. So {t would seem logical that the 
two days should come together and be 
one, 

If objections are raised that the flow- 
ers are a month in advance in the south, 
we can answer that there is a wide 
range of thousands of flowers that can 
be brought together from the great lakes 
to the gulf. 

I believe there would be no trouble in 
changing the date of the national holiday 
should the whole number of ex-soldiers, 
including the Spanish war veterans— 
unite in asking congress to do so. 

This is a grand sentiment and is woven

INTERESTING FACTS 
ABOUT IMMIGRATION 


(From The Baltimore News.) 

) More ‘Americans went abroad for pleas- 
wre last year than ever before, and more 
immigrants came into’ the United States 
than during any other year of this coun- 
try’s history. These are deductions which 
Mr. Arthur ‘W. Robson makes from some 
statistics of ocean travel which he has 
just received. 

Here are the figures: 

The number of first, second and third- 
class passengers carried out of New 
Yerk, Boston, Philadeiphia, etc., during 
the year 1906 was as follows:

Largest Immigration. 

“It “will be noticed,” said Mr. Robson 
this morning, ‘“‘that the total number of 
immigrants landed at the four ports men- 
tioned during !906 was 1,012,342. I have 
not the exact figures of the number ar- 
riving at Boston, but it runs about the 
same as Baltimore. Philadelphia receives 
about half as many and probably 50,000 
come inte this country through Canadian 
ports. Then there are arrivals at San 
Francisco and other ports. The total, 
\herefore, will be more than 1,150,000, as 
compared with 1,027,000 in the year !905, 
which was the banner year up to that 
time. In fact, the arrivals during each 
of the last four years have been greater 
than at any time prior thereto. 

What an Immigrant Is Worth. 

“Some time ago the commissioner of 
immigration in New York state figured 
out that the average economic value of 
an able-bodied male immigrant over 20 
years of age is $1,125. If 50 per cent of 
the total number come under that classi- 
fication, the wealth of this country can 
be said to have increased the enormous 
Sum of about $650,000,000 last vear 
through the arrival of immigrants alone. 
No wonder that some of the European 
countries are very much concerned over 
this loss of their citizens. [In Italy, for 
instance, the steamship lines are prohib- 
ited from using any methods of publicity 
calculated to encourage emigration. Who- 
ever advertises by circulars or handbills 
or anything of the sort matters tending 
to encourage emigration is subject to a 
heavy fine and imprisonment. But what 
is their loss {s our gain. 

Italy Sends Big Proportion. 

‘So far as I can judge from the figures 
in my possession, a larger number of im- 
migrants now come from Italy than any 
other country. For several years past 
.e bulk of immigration has come from 
three countries—Austria-Hungary, Rus- 
Sia (including Finland) and Italy. Great 
Britain still sends a great many immi- 
grants, but I am inclined to think that a 
large proportion of the arrivals reported 
as Britishers are really persons of other 
nationalities, and that the error 
through the practice of transportation 
companies on the continent of sending 
their third-class passengers to London 
and reshipping them from there to this 
country.

Color of Eggs. 

The department of agriculture is often 
questioned as to the relative relation ex- 
isting between the nutrition of eggs and 
the color of the shell. It seems that 
some cities show a preference to white- 
Shelled eggs, while others insist only 
upon having those with brown shells. 
English dealers who import their egg 
stock from France go so far as to dip 
all white-shelled eggs in a weak coffee 
solytion in order to satisfy the demand in 
London and other English cities for 
brown-shelled eggs. 

A recent bulletin issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture states: 

“There is no constant relation between 
ine color of the shell and the composition 
f the egg. although there is a popular 
belief in some localities that the dark- 
shelled eggs are ‘richer.’

The New Cabinet Officer Would Be 
Charged With Enforcing Pure 
Food Law and of Quarantine

of Department.

Washington, April 20.—(Special.)—The 
suggestion has been made that a new 
department of the government be created 
and a new cabinet officer be addeg to 
the president's official famibky, 

It is suggested that the new depart- 
ment be known as the department of 
public health. The first commissioner 
of health has already been nominated 
by those familiar with the work he has 
done in protecting and preserving the 
health of the country through the pass- 
age against the almost united oapposi- 
tion of food manufacturers and the 
great packing houses of the mure food 
law. Dr. H. W. Wiley worked and 
talked for a good many years before he 
convinced the public and congress of the 
necessity and the practical benefit of a 
pure food law. That law is now on 
the statute books, and is being enforced 
and it insures the public, so long as it 
is rigorously enforced, of protection from 
the evils resulting from embalmed beef, 
foods adulterated with cheap and harm- 
ful substances of which the public is 
not advised; . medicines which dtffer in 
strength and composition from the stand- 
ard, and whiskies which are not whis- 
kies, but are something elise. 

The enforcement of the pure food law 
passed by congress on June 30, 1906, 
is now carried under the direction 
of several established branches of the 
government. The treasury department, 
agricultural department and department 
of commerce and labor each have a share 
in the work.

Man- 
ager Clarke argued that the left fielder 
had the most difficult garden, while Otis 
Clymer thought the hardest work fell 
to the right flelder, both agreeing that 
the center position was at all times the 
easiest of the three. Along this line, the 
following, from the pen of Jack Ryder, 
the Cincinnati scribe, is interesting: 
“Among outfielders the left station 
generally rated as the most dificult 
play; that when the sun-field is 
taken into consideration. ‘The reason 
this is that left-hand batters, when 
hit to left at all, drive out balls that are 
harder to handle than any other variety 
sent to the gardens. When a southpaw 
hitter cuts one to left, there is a peculiar 
twist on the ball which often, if it is hit 
hard, causes it to take a peculiar drive 
or shoot. Such a ball is not only diffi- 
cult to judge accurately, but it comes to 
the fielder dead and hard to hold. A left 
welder must have a good pair of hands to 
negotiate such catches, as the ball has a 
tendency to break and twist out of the 
glove, and must be grasped firmly.

25 RUSSIANS 
DROWN IN NEVA 


Steamer Goes to the Bottom 
at St. Petersburg, 


SNOW STORM WAS RAGING 


_— 


And the Steamer Struck an Ice Fioce. 
_ Owing to Swiftness of the Cur. 
rent Most of the Passengers 
Were Swept Under 
the Ice Floes. 


St. Petersburg, April 2!1.—Twenty- 
five persons are believed to have been 
drowned by the foundering of the river 
steamer Archangelsk, while she was 
crossing the Neva near’ the suburb of 
Irinowkka late Saturday night. 

The accident occurred during a snow 
storr: when the steamer was two- 
thirds the way across the river, and 
Was causéd by her striking an ice 
floe, numbers of which still remain 
in the river despite the lateness of the 
season. . 

Owing to the thickness of the weath- 
er the accident was not seen from the 
shore, but the shouts of help of those 
in distress attracted the crews of two 
steamers, which hastily went -to the 
scene, only, however, to find that the 
Archengelsk had foundered. . A num- 
ber of her passengers, mostly working 
men, were rescued, but owing to the 
swiftness of the current, many others 
were swept under the ice floes. 

There is no means for é¢stablishing 
definitély the number of victims. The 
passage across the river was short and 
no comnt was made of the passengers; 
but acoording to the police, thirty-one 
persons are missing—all workmen or 
smal! merchants of the humbler 
classes. 

The Archangelsk was an old iron 
steamer open forward and roofed over 
astern after the form of a cabin. She 
was condemned as unseaworthy last 
fall, but the owner was about to have 
the ban removed and the vessél placed 
in service. The crew was made up of 
threé inexperienced men, the captain and 
pilot having formerly been a baker. 
All three of the men Were saved.

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ALABAMA FARMERS. 


On the {5th instant this writer en- 
joyed an opportunity to speak to a 
considerable sprinkling of the sturdy 
farmers of Macon county, Alabama, in 
the beautiful new $40,000 court house 
in the fair little city of Tuskegee, the 
county site. The invitation to make 
the visit was less than a week old, 
the notice was only a few days, the 
farmers were bemoaning the fate of 
their crops of corn and cotton scorch- 
ed and blasted by the untimely frosts 
of April I, 14 and 15, and getting 
ready to “plow up and plant over” 
(some of them, at least); yet there 
was quite a good number of farmers 
from all sections of the surrounding 
country who had left their plows in 
the furrows to hear the “Gospel of 
Better Farming Methods” as expound- 
ed to the best of the ability of the 
speaker. It was a real pleasure to 
meet with so many friends of The Con- 
stitution, which circulates freely in 
those parts, as well as elsewhere in 
the “Land of Rest.” It had been about 
fifty-eight years since the first. and 
only previous visit to the city of Tus- 
kegee, long noted for the intelligence 
and refinement of its citizens, its edu- 
cational institutions and as the center 
of one of the best agricultural regions 
of Alabama. Many a hearty hand- 
shake and word of welcome was given 
by the sturdy farmers—a fine looking 
and evidently well fed as well as well 
bred people. 

Alabama is the first-born daughter 
of Georgia, very many of her citizens 
or through father or 
from my own native 
state. Her farmers—although ,some 
of them a little laggard—are generally 
well up in the march of agricultural 
progress. There was a very slight 
change, if any, for better or worse in 
the general appearance of the farms 
and farm houses after crossing the 
state life at West Point. Indeed, all 
along the line—from Griffin to Atlan- 
ta: from Atlanta to West Point, and 
West Point to Tuskegee—-there were 
unmistakeable evidences of progress.

These evidences are to be 
found in every section of the south so 
far as opportunity for observation has 
offered or information been> given.

Answer: 1. Your neighbors are right, 
so far as advising against holding back 
fertilizer in order to apply it after the 
cultivation of the crop has been begun. 
But I think it will pay to apply in that 
way, but not so well as when applied 
before planting. I have been almost 
“strenuous’’ in advising farmers not to 
divide the fertilizer into two or more 
doses and the cotton and corn bulletins 
of the Georgia experiment station con- 
tain a number of experiments to deter- 
mine the truth about it. Do you not 
get these bulletins? If not, why not? 
You should read Bulletins 74 and “75, 
particularly. Address “Georgia Experi- 
ment Station, Experiment, Ga.,’”’ and ask 
for these and future issues. 

2. You may safely prune your scupper- 
nong vines at any time after the leaves 
are grown until Septentber |. Winter 
and early spring is exactly the wrong 
time to do it.

BEDDING WITH CULTIVA1v4. 

T. G Harris, Collbran, Ala.—I wantt 
to ask you a few more questions, as I 
like your letters and advice so much. 

1. I have my four acres of cotton land 
all well broke, ‘cut with disk and rolled. 
It is in good shape. Now, | am laying 
it off 3 1-2 feet wide, and as deep as @ 
large horse can pull a plow well. Now, 
I am putting in as much as two tons of 
good stable manure per acre. Will put 
in 400 pounds of |4 and !6 per cent acid, 
and put potash to make it at least 5 
or 6 per cent potash. How is that? 

2. Now, I think of running a scooter 
plow in this furrow, and mix it all well. 
Now, will it do just as well to take 
my cultivator and cover this and run 
out middles with double stock, and leave 
it level? . 

Answer: |. The “two tons of g0od 
stable manure” would probably be abou® 
equal, in its effects on the present crop, 
as 250 or 300 pounds of cotton seed 
meal, which would balance very . well 
the 400 pounds of 14 to !16 per cent acid 
phosphate. Forty pounds of muriate of 
potash would supply enough potash. 

2. The cultivator run, as suggested, 
would make a sufficlent bed. I much 
prefer to leave a good, open water-fur- 
row between the mws of cotton.

HORSE HOE AND CULTIVATOR. 


W. L. Bvans, Walnut Grove, Ga.—I no-

cultivators. (Which of the Planet Jun- 
iors do you think best for. our terraced 
hill sides, the No. 4 or No. 8, and about 
yhat ought it to cost?

Answer—The No. 4 Planet, Jr., me 
hoe, illustrat ge 33, of the cata- 
log, ‘Is sarin tabbeate in its appliances 
as is No. 8, on page 29, but it does the 
same work, and one is equally adapted as 
the other to hill sides and terraces. The 
No. 8 is sold at $9, as it appears in the 
catalog. No. 4, without wheel, is priced 
at $5.85. Get two !0 or 12-inch sweeps 
and one |l2 or 15-inch sweep for é@ach 
horse hoe. Do not, by mistake, order 
the No. 4 “‘plain”’ cultivator, as it will 
not carry the siding steels. 


KILLING POPLAR, BAY AND MAPLE 
TREES.

THE ‘APRIL FREEZE. 

While the effects of the frosts and ice 
of this April have not been so disastrous 
as were those of April 16, 16, 17, 1849. 
were sufficiently so to remind a 
of the last named period. 
Perhaps, yes. certainly (if accounts shall 
prove correct) the greatest loss lies in 
‘the destruction—in great part—of the fruit 
crop. Peach oulture has become one of 
the great Industries of the south and its 
loss amounts to several millions of dol- 
lars in each of the states largely en- 
gaged in the business. The destruction of 
a large portion of the cotton and eorn 
is remediable--we can “plant over’’--but 
the peach crop—so far as killed—is be- 
yond remedy. Even yet, however, it is 
haped that the damage to the crop has 
been overestimated and that there will 
be at least peaches for home eating.

rather do it. How many seed will it take 
per acre to sow it? Thanking you in 
advance, I am. 

Answer: Bermuda may he successfully 
propagated by sowing the seed, provided 
the ground be got into first-rate condi- 
tion and plenty of seed be sown in the 
proper manner. The land should be well 
plowed and harrowed until the surface 
is free and smooth. Then sow the seeds 
at the rate of 6 to 10 pounds per acre 
On the freshly harrowed surface. No 
covering will ‘be necessary, as the first 
good rain will cover the sufficiently, and 
cause them to come up. Throughout the 
month of April is the time to sow. Seed 
may be bought of any large seed dealer 
at from 60 to 80 cents per jpound. 

Where the jointed roots, or sod. are 
convenient this method is more reliable. 
and will give a good sod quicker and 
cost less outlay of money, but much more 
labor. Bven when the roots, or sod, are 
used the land should be plowed and the 
pieces of roots, or sod, pressed down into 
shallow furrows opened every 2 to 3 
feet. 

EFFECT OF YOUNG PEANUT PLANTS 
PLOWED UNDER. 


FE. S..F., Jr.. Desoto, Ga.—I am a great 
admirer of vour column in The Tri- 
Weekly Constitution, and come to you for 
some advice. IT have a field of twenty 
acres that runs from a loamy sand to 
clay. It was in corn last year—6-foot 
rows—and old-fashioned groundpeas be- 
‘ween every row. Made 20 bushels per 
acre, and fattened 3,000 pounds meat on 
the field. I then let my stock hogs run 
on same to January 3. I broke same up 
flush wtih two-horse plow, then turned in 
and bedded out with five furrows. 5 by 
16 inch scooter. About February 15, put 
ten bushels cotton seed per acre in these 
furrows: let .them stay open till 1I5th 
of March. A good many of the seed came 
up. I then put out 300 pounds 1{6 per cent 
acid in furrows, and ran scooter once and 
listed on same. The weather was very 
mild during this period, and thousands of 
groundpeas came up, and were turned 
under. I am now bedding out and the 
groundpeas are as thick as can be; some 
as large as your hand. The gist of tuis 
is to find out if these young peas (green 
manure) will be of any benefit to this 
crop of cotton, and if so, what will thev 
supply? My ‘Kaini¢t seed just received. 
How would you apply it, and how much? 
Will begin planting Monday. Haven't 
planted any at all vet. I have adopted 
vour rotation system to some extent. I 
may pasture my oats after cutting, or I 
may put in speckled peas (as they will 
make a crop after oats). There are plen- 
ty of cows and hogs and chickens on this 
ranch. My oats are blocks ahead of any- 
thing in this section. They were sowed 
in cotton according to your open-furro gw 
system, and are 3 feet high, rich, green 
color and running upto head. The only 
thing that worries me is what I am going 
to do with so many. I cant sow the 
field for hay, as I am too far from the 
railroud. My corn has been plowed out 
and is looking fine. Ought I get the cot- 
ton with 75 pounds kainit, added at first 
plowing?

In my judgment you have committed a 
scricus error in using cotton seed (if they 
were sound) directly as a fertilizer. Such 
practice is opposed to the results of care- 
fully-conducted, repeated experiments, 
and contrary to my oft-repeated advice. 

The next error was in not applying the 
xainit in advance of planting, or at ihe 
time you applied the acid phosphate. 
Kainit is very slow of action, an@ does 
not leach out of the soi] at all. I do not 
know how to advise you to apply it, put 
certainly not in the furrows with the 
planting seed. I suggest that you apply 
it in any manner that may be most con- 
venient to you 

The {0 bushels of cotton seed (300 
pounds) are about the equivalent of !20 
peunds cotton meal, and will do very well 
with the 300 pounds of 16 per cent acid; 
but 1 would apply 30 or 40 pounds of 
nitrate of soda per acre, scattering it 
along over the covered rows of cotton 
within a week after planting. I think 150 
pounds of kainit would be sufficient to go 
with 300 pounds of acid. 

Don’t worry for fear you will have too 
many oats. Thresh them out, sell as 
many for seed as you may at good prices, 
feed your work animals on the remainder, 
ana buy and fatten hogs and beef catile 
on your corn. I think you should@ get one 
bale of cotton per acre if vou will adopt 


my above advice. ea

CHRONIC INDIGBHSTION OF CALF. 


Fr. EB. Pardue, Goodwater, Ala.—I hava 
a fine heifer calf—Holstin and Jersey— 
4 months old. It has been sick four 
weeks. We do not know what ails it. 
I have given it almost everything - could 
think of. It seems to be bound in its 
bowels. When I give it anything to act 
it seems to get better. We give one 
pound of salts at a time two or three 
times a week. I have given it salts, cop- 
peras, ealtpeter, bluestone, alum and sul- 
phur. It will eat some, and it sucks its 
mother. Jt makes a rattling noise in 
swallowing the milk, but it don’t strangle 
any other time, only in sucking. When 
we first detected anything being. wrong 
with it it failed to come wp one morning. 
and when we found it it was so weak it 
could scarcely walk. I split its tail, but 
it did not seem to do any good. Its dung 
is hard and dry, but it don’t have any 
mucus in it. When i!t lies down its rec- 
tum pouches out. It has had a good 
pasture to’run in all the time of clover, 
crab grass, cane and weeds. It has 
good winter fare, such as cotton seed, 
shucks, hay and meal. We lost a cow 
last spring with the same disease, only. 
her dung had mucts in it. 

Answer: I am qvite confident that the 
heifer has a form of chronic indigestion. 
but am not able to determine, with cer- 
tainty, just what form. It is probable 
that it is what indigestion of the third 
Stomach, often called ‘“‘grass  staggers,’’ 
“dry murrain,” ‘‘wood-evil,’’ etc. One of 
the causes may be coarse and indigestible 
food. Shucks and eotton seed are not 
very wholesome food for such a young 
animal. Scarcfty of drinking water also 
may induce such a condition. Treat as 
follows: Boil 3 ounces of chamomile 
flowers for 20 minutes in 3 pints of 
water, and when cool give one pint three 
times a day. If constipated first give 
4, pound of Kpsom salts, 4% of an ounce 
of Bardador aloes, % ounce of powdered 
ginger, % dram of powdered nux vomica, 
% of an ounce of fluid extract of bella- 
donna. The different powders should be 
stirred up in | quart of luke-warm water, 
the belladonna. Have vour 
druggist to fix them up. Mind you give 
this last prescription first, in order to 
move the bowels. The foo@g should be 
wheat bran mashes, scalded oats and 
sweet hay. No cotton seed or cotton seed 
meal. Give only moderate feed three 
thmes a day. 

The above doses are for a 7-months-old 
calf. For a grown animal double the 
qantities in each prescription.

COW GIVES BLOODY MILK. 


BE. G. H., Camilla, Ga.—Will you kindly 
advise me what is the trouble with my 
cow? She has had three calves—seems to 
be in good health—but after the milk 
stands until it forms clabber there is a 
sediment of bloog in the bottom of the 
vessel in which the clabber stands. She 
is fed twice a day on cotton seed hulls 
and meal. We give her salt three or 
four times a week, and with the exception 
of sediment in the vessel] holding the milk 
the cow seems to be alright. The writer 
reads your column in The Constitution, 
and am giad to say has been a great 
help to me. Thanking you very much 
for any informatior, I am. 

Answer: It is nearly always in order 
to change the feed of a cow when there 
is any derangement of the digestion or of 
the udider, especially if the animal has 
been feq for months on cotton seed meal 
and hulls. The bloody tinge of the milk 
may be caused (|) by a congested state 
of the glands, or a sort of chronic gar- 
get, the acute form of which is the highly 
inflamed and swollen udder of a cow 
with a young calf—if the milk is not reg- 
ularly and completely drawn. (2) It may 
be due to a spongy state of the glands. 
(3) Also from small sores in the tubes 
of the teat or teats. if from either of 
the first two causes bathe the udder with 
cold water for !0 or 15 minutes after 
each milking and rub a little cam- 
phorated liniment (get from drug store). 
Also give a teaspoonful of copperas in a 
hash each morning and | dram of iodide 
of potassium in a little;water each night 
for several weeks. If you find it pro- 
ceeds from sores inside the teats Inject, 
after each milking, into the teats a little 
of a solution of 10 grains of tannic 
acid in | ounce of water.
